Border Troops Number 18,000. 
The orders for the dispatch of two 
more regiments to Texas will result 
in the assembly in that state of near­ 
ly 18,000 troops, more by 3,000 than 
the entire force of the regular army 
which General Shafter led into Cuba. 
Nearly 11,000 of these soldiers are lo 
camp at Texas City under command 
of Brigadier General Fred Funston of 
Philippine fame. 
The others are scattered along the 
border from Brownsville, Tex., to No­ 
gales, Ariz., under command of Briga­ 
dier General Tasker H. Bliss, the lar­ 
gest garrisons being maintained at El 
Paso, Nogales. Douglas, Laredo, Eagle 
Pass and Brownsville, where the rail­ 
roads from the United States enter 
Mexico. 
Of the regiments ordered out the 
Ninth, two battalions of which are 
at Fort Thomas, Ky., opposite Cincin­ 
nati, and one at Fort Logan H. Roots, 
Ark., is commanded by Colonel Charles 
J. Crane. 
The Seventeenth is com­ 
manded by Colonel John T. Van O il­ 
dale. who will be placed on the re­ 
tired list at once on account of age. 
The command, temporarily at least, 
will fall to the senior major, George 
W. Martin. 
Though large in the aggregate this 
force is regarded as small in many 
quarters here for a rigid and efficient 
patrol of the 1,800 miles of border be­ 
tween the United States and Mexico.

Siegel testified at the bankruptcy 
proceeding that he did not invest cap­ 
ital in the private bank that bore his 
name. 
After pleading 
not guilty 
to the 
charges In the indictments the two 
were given one week to withdraw 
their pleas. 
After hearing their bail 
accepted both men left court. 
The indictments by no means end 
the proceedings of the grand Jury, 
it 
is alleged that an investigation by 
the district attorney's office has dis 
closed discrepancies of nearly $2,000,- 
OOO between the books of the Siegel 
stores and banking enterprises and 
the financial statement used as a basis 
of additional credits before the fail­ 
ure. 
It is said the total discrepancies 
may even reach a higher figure.

Debate on Panama Canal Bill Soon to 
Begin in House. 
Washington, March 12.—With de­ 
bate on repeal of the exemption clause 
of the Panama canal act about to be­ 
gin in the house, interest in the out­ 
come of the president’s request of 
congress was intensified, opponents of 
the repeal displaying unusual activity.

like to admit it, nevertheless it is 
true. 
I pity the man who don’t know 
how and is too obstinate to learn 
from others. 
He has always been 
and always will be a failure. 
The farmers of today have their 
r»sponsibilities and opportunities. If 
we don’t learn to do things about 
right and properly teach our chil­ 
dren. the time will come, and that 
soon, When this county will not pro­ 
duce enough to feed her people and 
the farmers of today will, in a great 
measure, be responsible for that con­ 
dition if we do not wake up, where­ 
as if we adopt measures that will 
conserve the fertility of the soil, arad 
cultivate it better so it will produce 
more and better crops, if we will 
breed up our stock so as to get more 
i gallons of milk and pounds of beef 
and butter; we will directly profit by 
such methods and confer a blessing 
on future generations. 
Denmark, a generation ago, says 
Norgard, her historian, "W as a starv­ 
ing country, with a depleted soil. To­ 
day her soils are rich for she is the 
greatest dairy country in the world.” 
Denmark is not as large as the state 
of Minnesota, yet she has a large col­ 
lege of agriculture and twenty-flva 
district schools, each district has an 
agricultural advisor, whose duties are 
the same as our county agents. 
The 
Danes have organized clubs, they co­ 
operate in buying and selling. 
They 
do things and a starving people has 
Changed into a very prosperous peo 
pie. 
The agricultural college, school 
and 
agricultural 
agents 
working 
among the schools have wrought this 
wonderful change In Denmark. Nor­ 
way, Sweden, Germany, Holland, in 
fact all the( intelligent countries of 
the Old world, which a few years 
ago were in about the same condi­ 
tion as Denmark, but necessity, the 
mother of thought and invention, 
forced them to adopt methods simi­ 
lar to these employed in Denmark, 
and they too, are now prosperous.

one of the best states of the Union, 
and no part of the state for dairying 
is better than this section. 
Our nat­ 
ural resources are great, our soil is 
new and rich. 
No section produces 
more or better grasses of so manp 
varieties. 
We produce all kinds of 
grain and the yield per acre is large. 
Our root crops are immense. 
We 
have the greatest known iron depos­ 
its in the world. 
Our markets are 
fair and the demand for our produce 
is growing fapkipby. 
If we (Jon‘e 
hustle it will not be long until we 
cannot supply the local demands, for 
the iron towns and mines are bring­ 
ing thousands of people to our county. 
Grass is our greatest crop and it 
furnishes more than three-fourths the 
feed for cattle, therefore our cheap 
and abundant grass enables us to 
raise cattle and produce beef and bu t­ 
ter for less than half the cost it can 
be produced in .the states south of 
us. A cow will eat about three tons 
of hay and one ton of grain a year. 
We can make hay for about $5.00 
per ton. 
In Illinois, Iowa, Indiana 
and other states to the south of us

I think they are, it will cost an Ill­ 
inois dairyman to keep a cow a year 
the following:

melons was shipped to St. Paul from 
the South and sold to the consumers 
for an average of 60 cents each.
